The House Rules Committee, headed 
by Speaker George Smith, has weeded 
out a number of such groups while hold- 
ing others in line in membership and 
duration.

Its member- 
ship has been cut from 15 to 5 and a 
time limit of 10 days has been placed 
upon its work. 


While many of these committees have 
performed useful functions in the past, 
the need for economy justifies this close 
scrutiny of their activities by legislative 
leaders. The General Assembly should 
set an example, along with the admin- 
istration, in practicing economy.

This Airport Resolution 
Is Politically Inspired 


Rep. Muggsy Smith of Fulton will re- 
quest the House of Representatives today 
to. reconsider a privileged resolution 
passed yesterday calling for a legislative 
investigation of the Atlanta Airport. 

Another of those “harass Atlanta” 
measures, the resolution was proposed by 
Reps. Blalock and Lee of Clayton County 
and by Rep. Ellis of Henry and Rep. Hud- 
dieston of Fayette. 

What such an investigation could ac- 
complish other than further to harass the 
city in its attempts to improve one of the 
state’s most valuable facilities is difficult 
to ‘see. The airport has been financed 
solely by local taxpayers with a bit of 
help from federal grants. No state funds 


-have gone into’ it, although state planes 


use its facilities free of charge. 

’ There has been investigation on top of 
vestigation of the airport, including 
those by many successive grand juries. 
Some of the latter were motivated by the 
same group which now seeks another by 
a new agency. Nothing of major conse- 
quence has been found wrong. The air- 
port is operated under close supervision 
of federal officials and its books are open 
to the public and to the authorities. 

The airport has brought. millions of 
dollars in business and industry to Geor- 
gia—shared in by the whole state and es- 
pecially by the counties whose 1epresent- 
atives want it “investigated.” While about 
90 per cent of its business is conducted 
through airlines and the federal govern- 
ment, it accounts for about 7,000 employes 
and a payroll of about 35 million dollars. 

While the Atlanta mayor begs the fed- 
eral government for further funds to help 
improve this facility for all of Georgia, 
the House would “investigate” this great 
gift by Atlantans to the state’s economy. 
The only justification for such a probe 
would be to study ways by which the state 
might help with its financing. 

Unless such an. objective is in mind, 
the House would do well to reconsider 
this politically inspired move. |

In reporting annuity or pension 
payments for Georgia income tax 
purposes, you must include in in- 


come the greater of (1) the excess 


of the amount of the payment) 


over your unrecovered cost, or (2) 
3% of your cost of the annuity not 
to exceed the payment received 
during the year. To illustrate, as- | 
sume you bought a life annuity | 
for $50,000 with annual payments | 
of $5,000. You would include in 
income for 1958 $1,500 of the $5,000 | 
received, or 3% of the $50,000' 
cost. $3,500 would be a recovery 
or your cost and excluded from | 
income.

Colitis May Be 
Mild or Serious 


Mucous colitis or, more proper- 
ly, irritable colon is,best ex- 


.| plained if we remember how the 


colon does its work. It receives 
from the small intestine in the 
right side of the abdominal cav- 
ity the material which that very 
efficient small intestine has been 
digesting and absorbing. This 
contains a lafge residue of ma- 
terial, much of which the body 
cannot use. It is mixed with an 
abundance of secretions from the 
walls of the small bowel which 
should be retrieved for the body 
by absorption through the walls 
of the colon. 


As the. fluid is gradually (and. 


preferably slowly) absorbed, the 
intestinal contents become drier 
as they pass toward the left side 
of the colon. If they become too 


passed along, the delicate lining 
of the intestine might be injured. 


So what does nature do about 
that? On the left side of the colon, 
where the intestinal contents are 
no longer liquid but are becoming 
formed and hence not so easily 
moved along, we have some very 
special glands from which mucus 
is secreted. When it passes out 
from these glands, it mixes with 
the intestinal contents and thus 
makes the stool softer. 


When this. has occurred, the 
stool does not injure the rectal 
lining. But 
glands which secrete mucus work 
overtime, either because they are 
overstimulated or irritated. Then 
mucus is secreted in excess of 
that which is needed and it ap- 
pears just as mucus unmixed 
with the stool. 


The oversecretion of mucus 
which is clear in appearance is 
usually an entirely harmless oc- 
currence, transient and with no 
bad effect on the bowel itself. If, 
however, it obviously contains 
blood, that is another matter; that 
may mean trouble. It is also sig- 
nificant of trouble if the mucus is 
obviously mixed with pus. 


Ordinarily when the diagnosis 
of mucous colitis is made, the 
condition is considered a harm- 
less one. Such measures as a sim- 
ple, easily digestible diet and 
—_— rest will cause it to sub- 
side.

Donald Hastings Jr., the horticulture expert, says that the current 
cold snap will do more good than harm. “If it stayed too warm 
too long this month and then came a cold snap next month, it 
would do a lot of harm te peaches,” be said. 


“But it will have to get down to around 20 degrees now for it 
to harm the shrubs around the house. There really isn’t any use 
to worry, because you sure can’t do anything about the weather.” 


Donald said that wrapping up your pet plant in a blanket or 
quilt might do more harm than good. “If it is going to stay cold 
for a fairly long time and there are.cold, dry winds, build a wind 
screen out of burlap,”’ he said. “It is the drying effect which will 
hurt broadleaf evergreens now, rather than the cold. Of course, 
freezing weather will kill some blooms, but very few, if any, 
plants.”’ 


Out at the Weather Bureau, Bernie Seward said it didn’t look 
like any severe cold weather was headed for Georgia. “It will be 
colder Friday morning than Thursday morning, but we aren’t due 
for any killing cold,” he said. ‘‘The real cold weather is going to 
stay north of us.

The casualty list this year is 
the greatest since television en- 
tertainment and service began. 
Although last year saw the de- 
cline and fall of more stars and 
shows—Frank Sinatra, Rose- 
mary Clooney, Patrice Munsel 
to name but three—this year 
must be considered an even 
more hazardous year for the 
top entertainers. Because while 
many stars fell by the wayside 
at the end of last season, a 
number of shows this year will 
not even get to finish out the 
season. 


I don’t think anything last 
year compares with the demise 
of the Jackie Gleason, George 
Gobel and Eddie Fisher shows. 


The quiz shows, to be sure 
have been the victims of the 
“fix”’ scandal, which accounted 
for a number of the casualties. 
Some of these quizzers prob- 
ably would not have finished 
out the season at any rate.

Some 63 per cent of the 
people who saw the show in its 
initial showings liked it “‘very 
much” while only 6 per cent of 
the viewers did not like it at all. 
As you know, the Page show is 
leaving the air. 


On the other hand, the ac- 
ceptance of the viewers has 
been reflected in the ratings 
of some other shows.
